VICTIMS OF DRUGS. 

The first case tried under the Boylan 
law, operative July 1 and designed to 
stop the regular sale of drugs of a 
narcotic nature to their. victims, re- 
sulted in the commitment of the pa- 
tient to the State: Hospital for the In- 
sane at Centra) Islip. He was a pa- 
tient, nota prisoner accused of crime. 
In this case the addict -was of good 
family and an.able lawyer before the 
use of morphine in a surgical opera- 
tion started him into the habit. Other 
cases are not so innocent in the be- 
ginning. But the drugs themselves 
attack and break down their victims’ 
moral fibre, and they are soon help- 
less. The penal legislation of this 
State has hitherto failed’ to provide 
for their medical treatment and, when 
possible, restoration to health. The 
miserable .sufferers had to go the 
round of the jail .and ‘workhouse, 
which in’ their cases. were not reform- 
atory. 

But the chief effect of such. a law 
should be preventive. Patients ‘who 
have: taken opiates ‘under their doc- 
tors’ prescription may not get the pre- 
scription: refilled by their druggists. 
Heavy penalties are attached to the 
purveyance of drugs: to satisfy a habit. 
The law is operative only in this State, 
and for a time, at least, habitual users 
will get their. supplies from outside 
cities.. Those who have not yet formed 
the habit and have only incipient 
longings will be quickly discouraged 
by a rebuff at the drug counter: It is 


for them that the law was passed. 
a 


A BANKER’S DISQUALIFICATIONS. 

The country rather than Mr. War!’ 
BuRG has cause for anxiety in: the’ 
character of the. objections to his 
confirmation as a member of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. No personal’ dis- 
qualification is alleged. The objec- 
tions are that he is a Raturalized citi- 
zen, not a politician, and a Wall Street 
banker, Every naturalized citizen is 
affronted by the first objection. In- 
deed, every citizen is affronted, in a 
sense, for there are no grades of citi- 
zenship in this country. There is a 
certain reproach against Americans 
who abandon. their. citizenship, . but 
there is a hearty welcome for the re- 
cruits with brains and brawn ‘who 
have so enriched our civic blood and 
business capacity. This disqualifica- 
tion recoils especially upon those who 
assert it against'a banker. For, while 
there are American: bankers inferior 
to none, the disproportion of foreign- 
érs among them is*conspicuous.. As a 
class foreign bankers are more accom- 
plished than: our. own in the sort of 
banking which is about to be estab- 
lished, and in which all the experience 
is foreign. The-rediscount system, the 
control of foreign exchange, the és- 
tablishment of foreign branches, are 
all novelties to Americans. They must 
be guided by foreign experience.
